North Vernon, July 23— The elec­ 
tion held in Jennings county Tuesday 
to determine the location of the coun­ 
ty seat resulted in a victory for the 
removalists. 
The vote in favor of 
moving the court house to this place 
was 2,231 while 1,402 voted in favor 
of keeping the court house at Vernon. 
The law providing for the removal 
of a county seat provides that at 
least sixty percent, of the voters p a r­ 
ticipating in the election must favor 
the change. 
In the election Tuesday, 
North Vernon secured sixty-one per­ 
cent. and four votes extra, thus insur­ 
ing the change. There are twenty-four 
precincts in this county, and all those 
on the south side of the French Lick 
highway voted gave a big majority 
to Vernon, while the precincts on the 
north side of the highway gave over­ 
whelming majorities to North Vernon 
The election inspectors will meet 
at Vernon Friday to canvass the 
vote and it will be certified to the 
clerk of the county. 
The latter will 
then certify it to the auditor who will 
issue a proclamation announcing the 
official change in the location of the 
county seat. 
Anti-removalists insist that they 
will contest the erection, but those 
who have been in charge of the re- 
movalists’ campaign declare that the 
law under which court house elections 
are conducted does not provide for a 
recount of the votes. They claim that

The situation was re­ 
garded as much better than a t any 
time since the rioting between whites 
and blacks began Saturday night. 
No mobs were permitted to form 
last night. 
Squadron^ of jcavalry 
made several dashes through streets 
where crowds were congregating and 
scattered them. 
Every policeman 
who w alked his beat w as escorted b y 
two armed soldiers. 
In addition 
troops wrere posted in every point in 
the city where there was danger of a 


1 lash between white men and neg­ 
roes. 
Army motor trucks were held 
ready to tran sp o rt soldiers quickly 
and three tanks were in reserve. 
One member of the home defense 
guard was killed and another ser­ 
iously wounded by a negro 
whom 
they tried to search for weapons. 
The negro was arrested. 
I hese were the only casualties of 
the night.

l a s t s of shooting were reported but 
no damage was done.

shooting troops su r­ 
rounded the block where the negro 
was supposed to bt* hidingand search­ 
ed it, but without success.

Haan, ju st back from France, where 
he commanded the thirty-second di­ 
vision during the war, made a person­ 
al tour of the city during the night, 
inspecting the troop dispositions. He 
said he believed the situation was 
well in hand. 
His staff was with him, 
just as at the western front. 
There were more than 2,000 soldiers 
on duty, in addition to several hun­ 
dred marines, provost guardsmen and 
fifty sailors. 
Conferences were to be 
held to decide whether it will be nec­ 
essary to preserve this strength to ­ 
night.

Requirement that all carriers en­ 
gaged in interstate commerce subject 
themselves as corporations to federal 
jurisdiction. 
Exclusive federal regulation of the 
capital expenditures and the security 
issues of all carriers engaged ic in­ 
terstate commerce.
